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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim 3 cx)ntains the trademark/trade name PLEXIGLAS. Where a trademark or 
trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material 
or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. See £x parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope 
is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any 
particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of 
goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not 
identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. In the 
present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe transparent plastic 
and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ernest et 
al. US #5,331 ,767. 

3. Ernest et al. teach a holder including base 16 (Figure 4) in the form of an 
elongated block and having a groove formed in the top surface thereof. Transparent, 
clear plastic plates 12 and 14 fit snugly into the groove and form a slot therebetween for 
receiving a display. The plates are secured in the groove by means of insert 18. 
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4. Ernest et al. do not teach three slots for displays, however, it has been held that 
mere duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in 
the art. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to utilize 
as few or as many slots as necessary to properly contain a desired display. 

5. Ernest also does not teach using adhesive, however, this is considered to be a 
well known alternative. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
utilize adhesive to help retain the plates in the base, as is desired by Ernest et al. 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ernest et 
al. as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Wang, US #6,553,695. 

7. Ernest et al. do not teach a tag applied to the base, however, such tags are 
common in the art of displays. Wang teaches a display holder including tags 44 applied 
to the base. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to apply such 
tags to the display holder of Ernest et al. so as to personalize the display, or to make it 
more decorative, as is taught by Wang. 

8. Claims 3, 4, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ernest et al. in view of Wang and Davis, US #298,354. 

9. Ernest et al. do not teach the base as being made from wood, however this is old 
and well known in the art. Davis teaches a base having a groove in the top surface 
wherein the base is made of wood (page 1 lines 51 -52). It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill to utilize wood to provide an additional decorative feature. Also, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to utilize wood since it has been held to 
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be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis 
of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. 

1 0. Ernest et al. (as modified) do not teach the particular size of the display, however 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to make the holder any size 
necessary so that the desired display may be retained therein, since such a modification 
would have involved a mere change in the size of a component. A change in size is 
generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 

1 1 . Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Ernest et 
al. in view of Davis. 

12. It would have been obvious to make the base from wood, as described 
previously. 

Conclusion 

1 3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patents 5513456 and 5625969 are cited as of interest.
